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Nineteenth  Century  Silver  Bar  Reflects 
Three  Millennia-Old  Tradition 


My  favorite  silver  bar  is  a  unique,  hand-engraved  ingot  that  demon¬ 
strates  the  three  millennia-old  bond  between  the  Jewish  people  and  the  Bible. 

It  is  both  a  traditional  amulet  and  a  token  used  a  century  ago  to  redeem  a  child 
from  service  in  a  Temple  that  was  destroyed  centuries  before.  While  humans 
began  using  metal  as  a  medium  of  exchange  in  pre-history,  by  the  time  of  the  ear¬ 
liest  books  of  the  Bible,  silver  ingots  and  trade  rings  were  the  standard  currency. 
Biblical  taxes  and  fines  were  levied  in  silver,  and  sacrifices  and  votive  offerings 
could  be  redeemed  and  silver  used  in  their  place. 

The  theme  of  dedication  and  redemption  appears  throughout  the  Bible. 
The  Israelites  became  a  people  during  their  exodus  from  Egypt.  In  order  to  force 
Pharoah  to  redeem  the  Israelites  from  slavery,  God  killed  the  Egyptian  firstborn 
sons.  Since  the  Israelite  firstborns  had  been  spared,  they  were  dedicated  to  ser¬ 
vice  in  the  sacrificial  cult.  However,  because  only  the  tribe  of  Levi  stayed  loyal  to 
Moses  during  the  sin  of  the  golden  calf,  in  the  book  of  Numbers  we  are  told  that 
all  the  Levite  males  served  in  the  tabernacle  instead  of  the  firstborn  Israelites,  and 
the  Israelites  from  tribes  other  than  Levi  are  to  redeem  their  firstborn  sons  from 
the  Levitical  priests  for  five  shekels  of  silver  when  the  child  is  thirty  days  old. 

This  ceremony  is  called  pidyon  haben  (literally,  “redemption  of  the  son”). 

Jews  have  redeemed  their  firstborn  sons  from  the  Levites  ever  since. 
Originally  they  used  silver  trade  ingots.  In  Roman  times,  the  rabbis  ruled  that 
shekels  of  Tyre  were  of  the  proper  weight  and  purity  for  Biblical  taxes,  includ¬ 
ing  the  pidyon  haben.  After  the  destruction  of  the  Temple  in  70CE,  Jews  used 
whatever  local  currency  was  available.  Special  tokens  were  struck  to  be  used  in 
the  ceremony  after  World  War  II,  when  silver  disappeared  from  circulation  in 
England  and  Israel.  The  only  coins  struck  specifically  for  this  purpose  were  by 
Israel  in  1970-77,  and  these  were  replaced  by  state  medals  in  1982. 
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This  token  was  used  by  a  Jewish  community  in  North  Africa  in 
the  mid-Nineteenth  Century,  long  before  modern  pidyon  haben  tokens 
were  struck.  The  artwork  is  similar  to  Jewish  ritual  items  produced  in 
contemporary  Tunisia.  The  ingot  is  large:  74  by  64mm  with  a  thickness 
of  almost  2mm.  It  weighs  98.2  grams  and  is  pure  silver.  This  is  much 
heavier  than  the  62  grams  that  five  shekels  of  Tyre  weighed,  but  modern 
rabbis  have  conservatively  ruled  that  one  should  use  at  least  93  grams 
(three  Troy  ounces)  of  pure  silver,  and  most  tokens  use  over  100  grams. 

In  Tunisia,  98.2  grams  equaled  34  riyals  sebili  or  almost  seven  of  the  larg¬ 
est  silver  coins  then  current,  the  five  piasters. 

The  obverse  bears  two  lines  of  Hebrew  inscription  from  Num¬ 
bers  18:16.  At  top  is  “those  to  be  redeemed  from  a  month  old  shall  you 
redeem”  and  below  is  “five  shekels  of  the  sanctuary  weight.”  Between  the 
two  lines  of  text  is  a  khamsa  with  a  floral  pattern,  which  is  an  ancient 
pagan  good  luck  symbol  from  North  Africa  subsequently  adopted  by 
both  Jews  and  Moslems.  Here  the  five- fingered  khamsa  (this  term  has  the 
same  root  as  the  number  five  in  both  Hebrew  and  Arabic)  has  a  double 
meaning,  both  good  luck  and  the  five  shekels  of  redemption.  Attending 
the  khamsa  are  two  birds  and  around  the  edge  is  a  repeated  leaf  pattern. 

Jews  have  used  birds  as  symbols  of  the  soul  and  God’s  watchful  presence. 

In  North  Africa,  Jews  often  made  khamsas  in  the  shape  of  a  bird. 

The  reverse  has  an  amulet  against  the  Evil  Eye.  The  test  is  from 
the  Biblical  blessing  by  Israel  of  his  favorite  son  Joseph  (Genesis  49:22), 
“Joseph  is  a  fruitful  bough,  a  fruitful  bough  by  [a  spring]  whose  branches 
run  over  the  wall.”  This  amulet  uses  a  very  large  eye  with  a  double  iris  to 
stand  for  the  word  ayin  (which  means  both  spring  and  eye  in  Hebrew). 

The  Talmud  (Berakhot  20a)  explains  how  this  verse  became  a  popular 
protection  against  the  Evil  Eye: 

Rabbi  Yokhanan  [said],  “I  come  from  the  seed  of  Joseph,  over 
whom  the  Evil  Eye  has  no  power,  as  it  is  written,  ‘Joseph  is  a  fruitful  vine, 
a  fruitful  vine  above  the  Eye.”  Rabbi  Judah,  son  of  Rabbi  Khanina  instead 
derived  it  from  this  text:  ‘[He  blessed  Joseph,  and  said. ..The  angel  who 
rescued  me  from  all  evil  bless  the  lads...]  let  them  multiply  like  fishes  in 

_ 
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the  midst  of  the  earth’  (Genesis  48:15-16).  Just  as  the  fishes  in  the  sea  are 

covered  by  water  and  the  Evil  Eye  has  no  power  over  them,  so  the  Evil  Eye 
has  no  power  over  the  seed  of-Joseph. 

Rabbi  Yokhanan  lived  in  the  Third  Century  CE  Tiberias  in  the 
Land  of  Israel.  The  two  fish  on  the  amulet  represent  the  second  blessing 
of  Joseph.  Fish  are  also  a  popular  symbol  of  fertility  and,  since  their  eyes 
never  close,  they  are  also  a  symbol  of  Gods  watchfulness.  A  repeated  leaf 
pattern  appears  around  the  edge. 

In  order  to  see  the  link  between  the  Biblical  commandment  on 
the  obverse  and  amulet  on  the  reverse,  one  has  to  remember  that  infant 
mortality  was  prevalent  before  modern  medicine  developed.  The  Zo- 
har,  a  popular  medieval  commentary  on  the  Bible,  states,  “Every  man  is 
attended  by  two  angels,  one  of  life  and  one  of  death.  By  redeeming  his 
firstborn  son,  the  father  ransoms  him  from  the  Angel  of  Death...’  This 
also  harkens  back  to  the  original  reason  for  the  pidyon  haben,  that  the 
firstborn  Israelites  in  Egypt  were  spared  from  death. 

Given  the  great  amount  of  effort  that  went  into  making  this  piece, 
and  the  fact  that  it  is  anonymous  (silver  amulets  often  contain  an  inscrip¬ 
tion  of  the  owner’s  name),  this  was  probably  a  communal  token.  The  fa¬ 
ther  would  purchase  it  on  the  birth  of  his  wife’s  first  child  (if  it  was  a  son), 
use  it  as  an  amulet  for  the  first  thirty  days  to  protect  his  son  from  the  Eyil 
Eye,  then  use  it  to  redeem  the  child  from  the  priest,  who  would  then  sell 
it  back  to  the  community.  Using  a  token  also  allowed  the  community  to 
collect  less  than  five  shekels  of  silver  value  from  impoverished  parents 
while  keeping  the  ceremony  identical  for  everyone,  so  as  not  to  shame  the 
poor.  In  a  similar  vein,  other  communities  (which  used  current  money 
for  the  ceremony)  allowed  poor  parents  to  choose  a  wealthy  priest  who 
would  agree  in  advance  to  donate  the  money  back  to  the  parents  for  the 
child’s  upkeep. 

This  fabulous  ingot  is  rich  in  artistry,  history,  and  mythology.  It 
is  a  unique  testament  to  a  little-known  life  cycle  ritual  that  has  been  prac¬ 
ticed  for  over  3.000  years. 
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Dear  I.A.S.A.C 


I  have  been  an  I.A.S.A.C.  member  for  over  five  years  now.  I’m  glad  to  be 
a  part  of  a  hobby  where  I  can  share  my  passion  with  fellow  collectors.  1 
started  as  a  third  generation  coin  collector,  preceded  by  my  father  and 
grandfather.  My  father  and  1  traveled  to  many  coin  shows  within  the 
Ohio  and  Michigan  area.  After  attending  so  many  coin  shows,  I  became 
interested  in  silver  bullion.  1  was  unaware  of  all  the  different  designs 
that  were  available  at  the  time,  mainly  due  to  the  low  supply  seen  at  coin 
shows.  All  that  seemed  to  be  available  at  the  shows  I  attended  was  plain 
bullion. 

My  first  silver  art  bar  purchase  came  when  I  was  about  10  years  old.  My 
father  and  I  were  attending  the  local  monthly  coin  show  as  usual,  and  I 
happened  upon  a  dealer  who  had  a  nice  display  of  various  art  bars.  A 
1970  Pontiac  G70  muscle  car  art  bar  caught  my  eye.  1  didn’t  have  the 
funds  to  purchase  it,  so  my  father  agreed  to  buy  the  art  bar  for  me.  1  still 
have  that  piece  at  the  center  of  my  collection  to  this  day,  and  will  cherish 
it  forever. 


It’s  exciting  to  see  all  the  different  designs  that  were  minted  over  the  years. 
The  artwork  is  nicely  done  and  you  can  tell  that  the  creator  had  a  lot  of 
passion  for  the  hobby.  Some  of  the  art  bars  bring  back  fond  childhood 
memories,  especially  the  holiday-themed  ones.  After  being  a  collector 
for  over  sixteen  years,  I  decided  to  start  producing  my  own  line  of  bars  in 
2012,  making  my  own  contribution  to  the  hobby. 


I  try  to  rescue  as  many  art  bars  and  rounds  from  the  coin  shows  and  coin 
shops  that  I  can.  I  enjoy  helping  others  complete  their  collection  more 
than  collecting  myself.  I’m  proud  to  be  a  part  of  this  hobby. 


THE 
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Collector  and  Preserver 
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I’ve  been  a  coin  collector  since  I  was  a  child,  but  only  recently  discovered  the 
fascinating  hobby  of  collecting  silver  art  bars  -  five  years  ago  to  be  exact. 

As  a  new  collector,  I  bought  as  often  and  as  many  as  I  could  afford.  I  soon 
decided  on  my  favorite  categories:  holidays,  religious,  freshwater  fish,  and 
space. 

I  then  discovered  enameled  art  bars.  Last  year,  I  commissioned  Ivan  L.  Rash 
to  do  my  1996-97  Silver  Towne  set  of  freshwater  fish  -  all  10  bars.  They 
instantly  became  the  centerpiece  of  my  collection. 

My  focus  in  colleting  silver  art  bars  has  also  evolved  in  another  way.  During 
the  past  two  years,  I  also  became  a  preserver  of  art  bars,  as  well  as  a  collector. 
You  see,  I  love  the  older  bars  and  hate  the  thought  of  any  being  relegated  to 
the  scrap  bin  and  melted  down. 

As  a  result,  1  began  to  visit  pawn  shops  both  locally  and  when  I  travel.  The 
prices  are  great  and  so  are  the  finds.  I  visit  one  local  pawn  shop  so  regularly, 
that  when  the  owner  sees  me  enter,  he  has  the  box  of  “scrap”  silver  art  bars 
ready  for  me  by  the  time  I  walk  to  the  counter. 

On  a  recent  trip  to  my  favorite  local  pawn  shop,  I  rescued  five  more  art  bars. 
The  best  find  was  a  1986  John  W.  Grayson  ‘Happy  Valentine’s  Day’  bar  (GRA- 
3)  that  was  listed  as  a  +40  rarity  value  in  the  Fifth  F.dition  Guidebook.  The 
other  bars  all  had  a  +15  or  +20  rarity  value.  Not  a  bad  day’s  rescue,  was  it? 

With  the  spot  of  value  of  silver  currently  staying  around  $30  per  ounce  (the 
price  at  the  time  this  was  written),  I’m  able  to  make  more  rescues  similar  to 
the  above.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  have  another  “rescue”  trip  planned  for  next 
week.  I  truly  enjoy  the  hunt  and  being  able  to  save  these  great  old  silver  art 
bars  from  the  “to  be  melted  down”  bin.  I  guess  this  certainly  qualifies  me  as 
both  a  collector  and  preserver. 
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How  I  Became  a  Silver  Art  Collector,  My  First  Purchase 
and  Why  I  am  so  Excited  About  the  Hobby! 

I  became  a  silver  art  collector  as  a  result  of  joining  a  local 
coin  club.  Shortly  after  joining,  a  contest  was  held  for  the  25th  An¬ 
niversary  of  the  club.  The  winner  would  have  the  design  made  into 
a  silver  round  with  their  initials  on  it.  I  put  a  lot  of  thought  into  it 
and  won  the  contest!  My  first  purchase  was  my  own  design.  I  was 
given  the  job  of  selling  250  silver  and  250  bronze  of  my  design. 

I  noticed  an  ad  in  Numismatic  News  from  the  Solano 
Silver  Round  Club  (SSRC).  This  hooked  me  up  with  Jan  Henke 
who  helped  me  sell  out.  I  joined  that  club.  Jan  also  got  me  excited 
about  silver  rounds  and  helped  me  complete  the  entire  set  of  SSRC 
rounds. 


In  addition,  Jan  introduced  me  to  LASAC,  which  I  also 
joined.  He  then  helped  me  collect  all  the  IASAC  issues  by  connect¬ 
ing  me  to  his  friends  in  the  hobby  as  he  did  with  the  SSRC. 

The  exciting  part  about  collecting  silver  art  is  the  multiplic¬ 
ity  of  designs.  One  gets  tired  of  the  boring  U.S.  Mint  stuff.  I  got 
very  excited  when  I  won  a  design  contest  with  the  SSRC  and  later 
with  IASAC.  The  excitement  continues  as  I  look  forward  to  future 
designs.  I  may  even  win  another  contest!

My  Adventures  in  the  Silver  Art  Bar  World 


My  adventures  in  the  silver  art  bar  world  began  when  seeing  ads  in  the  1970s  in 
Coinage  magazine  and  later,  Numismatic  News.  I  had  been  a  coin  collector  since 
childhood,  picking  out  silver  Mercury  dimes  from  change  at  the  local  “smoke” 
shop  which  also  sold  comics  and  candy.  This  will  age  me  to  the  1960s:  1  re¬ 
member  penny  gum  balls,  3-cent  Coke  (if  you  drank  it  in  the  store,  3-cents  more 
bottle  deposit  if  you  left  the  store)  -  gave  my  brothers  and  I  a  “reason”  to  stay 
inside  the  store  and  “check  out”  (read)  the  comic  books.  The  store  clerks  would 
set  aside  silver  Mercury  dimes  for  my  visits. 

Not  until  the  late  1970s  could  I  begin  to  afford  to  purchase  the  silver  art  bars,  by 
then  in  the  $6-7  price  range.  I  purchased  many  bars  from  the  great  of  our  hobby 
-  J.  Archie  Kidd.  Duane  Spellman,  Tom  Greathouse,  to  name  a  few. 

By  the  early  1980s  the  price  of  silver  had  skyrocketed  and  purchases  were  pretty 
much  limited  to  the  Greathouse  bars  (TRG  bar  listings  in  the  guidebooks).  Trad¬ 
ing  with  other  collectors  was  much  more  practical  for  those  on  a  limited  budget. 
The  local  coin  shops  had  stacks  of  silver  bars  (usually  in  their  safe);  if  you  didn’t 
ask,  you  didn’t  see  them.  I  was  able  to  purchase  a  few  -  most  were  sent  in  to  be 
melted.  Most  of  the  ones  I  saw  were  USSC  and  Franklin  Mint  bars  -  mintages 
you  see  in  the  guidebooks  are  very  misleading  -  most  were  melted  -  never  to  be 
seen  again! 

Some  of  my  favorite  bars  are  still  the  Greathouse  cartoon  character  bars,  Goofy 
and  Pluto  to  name  a  few. 

Some  of  the  founders  8t  members  of  our  club  who  I’ve  had  the  pleasure  to  deal 
with . 

Duane  Spellman  began  producing  the  enameled  sports  series  bars  (TM  bars  in 
the  guidebooks)  and  sent  out  an  auction  list  of  art  bars  roughly  every-other- 
month.  I  picked  up  a  few  very  nice  bars.  I  think  we  all  miss  Duane.  I  spoke  to 
him  several  times  on  the  phone.  He  always  made  time  and  put  me  in  touch  with 
other  collectors  in  my  area.  Alas,  I  never  met  him  in  person. 

Steve  Rood  was  always  looking  for  the  elusive  (sometimes  mythical)  art  bar, 
listed  but  never  seen.  He  documented  everything  during  his  search  -  a  fatherly 
figure,  he  was  always  available  to  give  advice  and  share  the  knowledge  that  he 
had  gathered. 

).  Archie  Kidd  produced  several  art  bars  (Bluegrass  Mint)  which  I  purchase  as 
well.  He  began  a  series  of  state  bars  of  which  only  a  few  were  issued  (California, 
New  Jersey).  The  California  bar  has  a  bear  on  a  surfboard.  I  purchased  several 
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sets  of  bars  from  him  over  the  years  and  corresponded  via  email  several  times. 
His  contribution  of  time  &  printing  cannot  be  overstated  by  our  club.  I’m  glad 
to  see  that  an  award  has  been  named  in  his  and  Steve’s  honor.  Archie  was  a  good 
man  with  a  great  heart! 

Today’s  club  and  the  price  of  silver . 

The  silver  price  today  is  roughly  $28.80  and  there  is  another  silver  melt  occur¬ 
ring.  Many  of  the  art  bars  listed  in  the  guidebooks  are  disappearing  into  the 
melting  pots.  We  have  more  members  in  the  club  than  we’ve  had  since  the  early 
days.  Collectors  are  beginning  to  realize  how  scarce  some  bars  are  and  are  bid¬ 
ding  the  prices  up  on  eBay  and  other  online  auction  sites.  Members,  visit  your 
local  coin  shop,  ask  them  if  they  have  any  silver  art  bars  and  ask  to  go  through 
them.  Shops  will  usually  sell  them  for  a  few  dollars  over  spot.  Who  know,  you 
may  find  an  art  bar  you’ve  been  looking  for.  Searching  is  only  half  the  fun;  the 
other  half  is  finding  it  (extra  bonus  if  you  found  it  for  less  than  you  thought!).

My  hest-remembered  find  was  an  Albino  Squirrel  (MAD-218),  bought 
at  spot  at  the  Boeing  Employees  Coin  Club  show  many  years  ago.  Back  then,  it 
couldn't  have  cost  more  than  $5-7  dollars.  That  was  an  exciting  day  to  be  sure, 
and  since  then  I  haven't  found  anything  yearly  so  unique  -  or  at  such  a  great 
price! 

However,  owing  to  my  background  in  art  history,  my  favorite  set  is 
relatively  unknown  and  was  issued  by  Franklin  Mint  (FM)  in  the  mid-1970s. 

The  twelve  large  ingots  feature  artwork  made  available  to  the  public-at-large  by 
master  engravers  Nathaniel  Currier  and  James  Merritt  Ives.  This  set  was  an  early 
purchase  in  my  collecting  career.  Somehow  I  found  out  about  the  mailing  list  of 
the  now  late  Harold  Frisbie  who  was  selling  the  estate  of  John  Knox,  well-known 
collector  of  anything  with  serial  number  13.  (The  Frisbie/Knox  sale  is  another 
story  in  itself!)  The  un-numbered  Currier  &  Ives  pieces  capture  the  spirit  and 
beauty  of  19th  century  American  life  with  their  reproductions  of  many  famous 
artworks  of  that  time.  Subjects  range  from  Central  Park  in  Winter  (“The  Skating 
Pond”  by  Charles  Parson)  to  Winter  in  the  Country  ("The  Old  Grist  Mill”  by 
George  Henry  Durrie)  to  Haying  Time  (“The  First  Load”  by  Fanny  Palmer  & 
John  Cameron)  to  Catching  Trout  (“We  Hab  You  Now,  SarF’by  Arthur  Fitzwil- 
liam  Tait),  etc.  (The  complete  list  of  titles  is  given  at  the  end  of  this  article.) 

Franklin  Min  ingots  were  generally  made  of  sterling  silver  (.925)  and 
since  FM  had  its  own  catalogs,  their  issues  in  .999  were  not  included  in  any  edi¬ 
tion  of  the  Guide  Book  of  Silver  Art  Bars,  published  over  the  years  by  J.  Archie 
Kidd  and  edited  by  Steve  M.  Rood. 

Each  ingot  in  the  Currier  &  Ives  set  is  3”x2”  and  has  the  engraved 
artwork  on  the  obverse.  The  reverse  has  the  engravers  names  in  a  florid  framed 
oval,  along  with  the  title  of  the  artwork  depicted  on  the  obverse.  The  set  was 
issued  as  a  series  in  1974-1975  and  was  housed  in  an  elaborate  faux  book  with 
marbled  paper.  “The  Currier  &  Ives  Silver  Ingot  Collection”  is  stamped  on  the 
binding  and  on  the  cover. 

FM  made  several  single  bars  (noted  at  the  end  of  this  article)  in  .999 
fine  silver  and  at  least  four  different  sets  of  ingots  in  .999  fine  silver,  according  to 
the  Guidebook  of  Franklin  Mint  Issues  by  Chester  L.  Krause,  1981  edition.  This 
guidebook  was  published  in  various  editions  from  1974-1982.  Two  of  these  sets 
(“Currier  &  Ives”  and'Homer’s  America”),  all  measure  3”x2”.  The  total  weight  for 
the  “Currier  8t  Ives”  set  of  12  is  33  ounces  and  the  total  weight  for  the  “Homer’s 
America”  set  of  12  is  31  ounces.  It  is  curious  that  the  same  number  and  size  of 
ingots  would  weight  two  ounces  less  overall. 

The  other  two  .999  fine  silver  FM  sets  feature  “Western  Silver  Mines” 
and  "Kabuki”  theatre.  The  “Western  Silver  Mines”  set  of  ten  was  issued  in  1973  & 
1974.  These  ingots  are  2  Vi'x  1  Vi”  weighing  a  total  of  41  ounces,  and  feature  the 
operations  of  Sunshine  Mine,  Galena  Mine,  Lucky  Friday  Mine,  Bulldog  Mine, 
etc. 
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The  official  Japanese  Kabuki  Theatre  in  Tokyo  commissioned  a  series 
of  18  ingots,  which  were  issued  from  1976- 1978.  Dramatic  scenes  from  various 
plays  were  designed  and  authenticated  by  Kabuki  scholars.  The  total  weight  for 
this  set  is  only  14  ounces,  so  these  bars  are  very  thin,  measuring  1”  x  1  Vi”. 

If  you  should  come  across  any  of  these  other  FM  sets,  please  let  me 
know.  I'd  love  to  find  the  Kabuki  set!  Or  the  set  featuring  Winslow  Homer  -  he’s 
a  favorite  artist  of  mine!

Missouri  and  the  Coca-Cola  75“  Salem  Rolla  was  one  of 
his  favorite  ingots,  that  is  how  he  learned  about  the  Brass  75“'  Salem- Rolla  Ingot  (Bill  indicated  it  was 
Bronze),  and  when  I  came  across  one  he  was  my  first  contact  to  ensure  it  would  have  a  good  home  The 
pictures  shown  on  page  170  in  Archie  Kidd’s  Guide  Book  of  Silver  Art  Bars  6,h  Edition  Vol.  2  are  missed 
matched.  The  Coca-Cola  75“'  Salem- Rolla  COKF-4  is  matched  with  the  100“'  Springfield,  and  COKE  5 
has  the  reverse.
